Varying opinions on the quality of 
life in si^le-scs dorms as opposed 
to that of co-ed dOrms seem to vary 
u greatly as the personalities of the 
residents themselves. 

Size, noise level and the closeness 
of living conditions, however, seem 
to be the major factors in deter- 
mining the desirability of living in a 
particular dorm for most students 
and hot the presence or absence of 
the ojiposite sex.

Strong resident commented. Parties 
are not pervasive in this dorm." 

"Sure, this place is more prone to 
partying than a single-sex dorm,” 
Thurston fieshman Gary Upman 
said. "But if you want your privacy, 
you can usually And your own 
comer," he added.

To 
others, it's “just a nice place to 
relax," a hudfiil of Thurston 
residentt said.

"We have definitely been a 
headache to the Housing Depart- 
ment," freshman Matt Schorr said 
with a chuckle.

Two speakers 
flag the far wall like national 
monuments. Scattered around the

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Senate Discusses Snow, Disabled 

Bad Weather Won*t Close GW Alterations To Aid Handicapped

Classes will be cancelled at GW 
only in the severest cases of 
indement weather, Provost and Vice 
President for Academic Affaits 
Harold F. Bright told the Faculty 
Senate at ht meeting Tuesday. 

Bright also war^ the feculty 
that the edmiaistntion might start 
policing faculty absences more 
catefii^ during inclement weather. 

Bright said over 2,000 students 
live in University dormitories and 
many more live wfthin walking 
distance of campus. These students 
would be denied the full number of 
ebuset paid for if classes were 
cancelled. Bright said. 

GW President Uoyd H. Elliott 
added he’d "like to be known as one 
who will close [the Univefsity] at a 
last resort While I was president of 
the University of Maine, it never 
closed.” _ „ 

Classes will be cancelled only if 
the move is requested by govern- 
mental authorito. Bright added. 
"We arc in for a peck of trouble''

"However, a concomitant difficul- 
ty arises,” Bright said. "If we stay 
open and faculty stay home, we arc 
also in trouble.” 

In connection with his concern 
that all class cancellations be 
legitiinate.

twenty-seven University build- 
ings mutt undergo structural mod- 
ifications in order to provide access 
to the handicapped, GW Assistant 
Provost for Affirmative Action 
Marianne R. Phelps told the Faculty 
Senate Tuesday. 

The University has budgeted 
almost $1 million over the next three 
years for construction on these 
facilities in order to comply with the 


Rehabilitation Act of 1973, accord- 
ing to GW President Lloyd H. 
Elliott. 

Such structures as ramps and 
elevators will be modified to give 
people confined to wheel chairs 
access to all major University 
fiinctiont, Phelps said.

Despite the difficulties thb sem- 
ester, Hurwitz sald,"By the first day 
of classes, we had our normal stock, 
90 to 95 per cent.”

Last semester's insect problems in 
Thurston and Mitchell Halls seem 
to have been cleared up after 
extensive extermination in the two 
dorms over semester break, resi- 
dents and dorm ofTicials say.

Thurston 
} Plagued By 
Fire Alarms 


A rash of false fire alarms at 
Thurston Hall has caused wide- 
spread non-compliance with fire 
alarms in the dorm, according to 
Thurston Resident Director Michael 
Gross. ' ' 

Between Jan. 14 and Jan. 21. five 
false alarms wert pulled, an un- 
usually high amount for this early in 
the year, Gross said. Last semester a 
total of six false alarms were turned 
in. 

Gross said that by the end of the 
week, many residents were refusing 
to leave their room for fire alarms, < 
causing the Dorm Council of 
Thunton to form a committee to go 
door-to-door to warn of the dangers 
involved in ignoring alarms. 

Gross cited the fire at a college 
dorm at Providence College last 
month in which seven students were 
killed to illustrate the danger of 
such actions. Gross said immediate- 
ly before that fire, there had been 
seven false alarms, so many people 
didn’t bother to leave their rooms 
when the real fire broke out. "It’s a 
very similar situation." Gross said. 

According to Sgt. Richard Whit- 
sel of the G Street Fire House, which 
answers all of Thunton’s alarms, 
"you do get a little perturbed" at all 
the false alarms but "it’s your job [to 
respond to alarms] so you gotta do

Regarding plaintiff's Canada Student Loan, there Is one thing to keep In 
mind. Plaintiffa reputation as tha Injured party being a bad Inveatmani lit 
tha ayaa of tha Canadian Qovammantai Loan authorlilaa waa badly 
damaged. 

Plaintiff could not start repaying hia loan on time— that maana. In tha 
future, plaintiff, cannot rely on reoaiving $no\tm loan. Also, ba^aa of 
not having a green card— pamtlsalon a foreigner in the U.8.A. needs to 
have In order to work, plalniiff , had to spend tha time waiting for tha trial of 
tha caaa, unemployad, poor and frustrated.

affirmative action programs. Even with the current guldelinea, the 
Unirarsity has rwt been overly speedy In adopting affirmative action 
poilclaa. Or>e wonders what the plight of certain sparsely repraaantad 
mlnoritlea on campus would bo without Q.W. knowing the fadarai 
government Is watching over them, ready to hit (he school where It hurts 
most— In tha pockatbook.

In a surprisingly unemotional 
debate over the intense issue of 
handgun control, representatives 
from the National Rifle Association 
and the National Council to Control 
Handguns presented their views in 
the Marvin Center last night. 

The forum, co-sponsered by the 
College Democrats, Program Board, 
Pit'Law Society, Young Americans 
for Freedom and the D.C.PUblic 
interest Research Group (D.C. 
PIRG), opened the debate with 
Nelson Shields from the National 
Council, representing the afTirma- 
tive. 

“The issue is the victims, the 
human tragedy of handgun violence. 
It took the murder of my son to get 
me invcrfved,** Shields said. His son 
paul was killed by a handgun in the 
San Francisco “Zebra" killings of 
five years ago. 

In support of his agument. 
Shields cited numerous statistics 
regarding the use of handguns. Of 
the 1 million violent crimes commit- 
ted in the IJnited States in 1976, 
over a third were committed with 
handguns. Of 20,000 homicides 
committed, a handgun was used in 
10,000 of them. 

“We own IS million handguns." 
Shields added. “Over 25 times what 
most developed countries have. The 
uncontrolled proliferation of hand- 
guns can lead to only one thing—a 
society killing ourselves and afraid 
of ourselves,** he added. 

Handgun control laws are not the 
solution to nor fundamental cause 


of violent crime, Shields said. It is 
the unregulated availability which is 
the “primary catalyst." along with 
“deeply rooted" problems of justice 
and social economics.

About five years ago, Congress passed the Rehabilitation 
Act of 1973, which requires institutions receiving federal 
funding to make buildings and services accessible to the 
handicapped or face losing that funding. It was regarded as a 
major step in dealing with the problems of one of America’s 
moat sadly ignored groups. 

Despite the obvious good intetitions of the bill, many 
edncational institutions, feeling they would have to spend too 
much money to revamp facilities and fearing increased 
government intervention, decided to go to court to fight the 
Act The legblation is still pending. 

In addition to those colleges and universities fighting in 
court, many others stood on the sideline, waiting to see. how 
the legal battle over the law works out, while doing nothing to 
help the plight of handicapped students on dieir campuses. 

But not GW. Despite its reputation for fiscal stubbomess 
and despite its stated distaste for government intervention, the 
University has gone ahead wiA a SI million, three-year 
program designed to make GW buildings and curricula more 
accessible to disabled persons. 

This intelligent plan, which was discussed in front of the 
Faculty Senate Tuesday by Assistant Provost for affirmative 
Action Marianne R. Phelps, will call for modifications on 27 
University buildings. Many of these renovations have already 
been made. 

Even though Phelps points out the changing of each of 
GW’s inaccessible buildings would be financially impossible, 
the University is prepared to move entire classes from 
offending buildings if necessary to meet the needs of 
handicapped students. 

In addition, curriculum offerings will reflect the 
University’s commitment toward this goal. 

For a University often considered only thinking of money 
and real estate, this represents a welcome shift of attitude. 
GW could have put off these renovations until the outcome of 
litigation, but Instead it is going full steam ahead. This is quite 
commendable.

After a short vacation, it is good 
to see that the Grosdidier-lacoby 
talks have begun again in earnest.

The 
world, and to a larger extent, the 
GW community will not be able to 
realize the full impact of these talks 
right away.

Rumors that the talks had broken 
down completely echoed throughout 
the vut tiled halb from the Marvin 
Center to Building C. Their respon- 
sibility to current nsues, however, 
allowed Grosdidier and Jacoby to

• rumors. But there are still nagging 
questions which come up time and 
time again, but remain unresolved. 

Should the- settlements in Thurs- 
ton Hall (namely the suites of six). be 
given up? PrMident Carter has 
reiterated that the Thurston six is a 
flagrant violation of human rights. 


The Thurston six was declared 
illegal in the fourth Geneva Conven- 
tion. These sixes remain, and in the 
last year triples were made into 
fours! Thb tyranny cannot exbt, but 
neither party has taken a stand. 

The economic situation b worsen- 
ing. Although the University b in 
dire need of dormitory space, the 
subject b ignored. Undergraduate 
student aid to the University in the 
fucal year 1977-78 had risen to 
SI, 400. The University will ask (and 
receive) SI, 500 per student in 
1978-79. Thb b an increase which 
will add finattcial burden to many 
students, but Grosdidier and Jacoby 
remain silent 

The Margolb strip and the G 
Street Heights have been hot-beds of 
dbpute. Who will provide protection 
for Mr. Margolb from the oppres- 
sion and imperialbtic activities of 
the University? The University 
reclaimed the G Street Heights, 
without recognizing the existing of 


private enterprise. Where is the 
lovely park by the Foggy Bottom 
Metro stop which was proposed for 
the Holy Land? 

The student government, 
GWUSA, has been instrumental in 
the past two years in producing two 
late student directories, and a 
now-useless faculty evaluation sur- 
vey.

But saying you will not rent 
to a man because he is Catholic— or 
black or French — is surely not the 
same as saying you will not rent to 
him because te is homosexual 
There yet exists such a thing as 
freedom of choice in this coun- 
try...” 

Freedom for what? Freedom to 
say that some of us are not foil 
'American citizens? It sound, Hkc 
Jacoby b running out of minoritlet 
to disetiminate against — for that is 
what he fervently wants to keep, the 
right to dberiminate. 

I feel that the only grounds an 
employer should have for determin- 
ing whom he or she will hire should 
be that person's capability to do the 
job. We are a le^timate minority 
constimting 10 per cent of the 
popubtion of thb country. We were 
quiet for too long. We shall not be 
quiet any longer. 

“Filthy people or acne-pitted 
youngsten or homosexuab may 
protest my decbkm ...” Jacoby 
states. I must admit, we have been 
placed in worse company, but I take 
special objection to the way in which 
Jacoby groups us.

Gwn Control Debate Held 


HANDGUNS, bom p.9 
Tanya Metaska, from the NRA, 
said the issue was the purpose of 
gun* control and that firearms 
ownenhlp and possession is a "civil 
rights issue: to own firearms is a 
right, not a privilege.” 

In presenting her evidence, Met- 
aska Infrequently distinguished 
handguns bom rWes and shotguns. 
Statistically she said that less than 1 
per cent rf giins psed up in the 
perpetration of crime were privately 
owned. Metaska added that inde- 
pendent research indicates that the 
availability of flrearms has no effect 
on crime. 

The purpose of owning handguns 
is not to kill but to "protect people" 
and she cited as examples the cities 
of Detroit, Michigan, and Orlando, 
Fla. In each, gun “awareness 
programs" decreased the amount of 
violent crimes being committed. 

Metaska said that homicides 
coiVimitted by people who know 


each other is "misleading" and used 
the city of New York as an example. 
Over 70 per cent of the perpetrators 
had criminal records as did SO per 
cent of the victims. “What we have 
is criminals in combat against each 
other.” 

1 She added that the "American 
people don’t want handgun control 
legislation."
